MAYOR DOUBTS CITY 


Expenses Are Same as 
Last Year. 


Mayor Dickmann announced this 
afternoon at a meeting of the 
Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment that it does not appear that 
the city’s 1934-25 budget can be bal- 
anced. The budget is now in prep- 
aration and will be submitted to the 
Board of Aldermen May 8. 

The Mayor quoted figures sup- 
plied him by Budget Director Mey- 


ers showing that the estimated rev- 
enue for the fiscal year 1934-35 
which began April 10 will be about 
$16,755,000. Total expenditures for 
1933-34 were $17,788,666 and the 
Mayor said that he does not see 


brought below this figure as all de- 
partmental expenses were cut to 
the bone last year, and 

If the departments spend as much 
this year as last, the 1934-35 defi- 
cit would be more than $1,000,000. 
The 1933-34 deficit was $142,000. 
“I don’t see how we can operate 
the city departments efficiently and 
still balance the budget,” the Mayor 
declared. “The fire department 
needs new apparatus and other de- 
partments need new equipment, 
which it will be econom yto pur- 
chase now. 
One of the principal obstacles 
to balancing the budget is the fact 
that the pay of all city employes 
has been restored to the basis of 
two years ago before a general 10 
per cent reduction went into effect. 
This will cost the city about $900,000 
a year. 
The Board of Estimate must also 
set the 1934 tax rate which is now 
$2.74 on each $100 assessed valua- 
tion. An increase is unlikely in 
view of the fact that the Mayor 
and: President Neun of the Board 
of Aldermen, two of the three mem- 
bers of the board, are opposed to it.

SF PARTNER BRINGS TEARS 


LOS ANGELES, Cal. April 25.— 
Two stage comedians moved a 
courtroom to tears at the trial of 
the damage suit against Mrs. Myr- 
tle Mack, widow of another come- 
dian, Charles Mack. 

“He seemed to recognize me from 
the touch of my hand—you know

J. Wilson, Government prosecutor, 
told a District of Columbia jury 
today that Bishop James Cannon 
Jr. had spent some of the 1928 
anti-Smith campaign contributions 
“for his personal use.” He also ac- 
cused Bishop Cannon of “hiding 
behind a woman’s skirts.” Later 
he told the jury the Bishop had 
used some of the money for a loan 
to a “life-long” friend. 
Wilson made the opening argu- 
ment in the trial of the Southern 
Methodijgt churchman and Miss Ada 


L. Burroughs on a charge of con- 
spiracy to violate the Federal cor- 
rupt practices act by failing to re- 
port all of the $65,300 contributed 
by Edwin C. Jameson, New York 
insurance executive. 


“Insulated Money Conduit.” 


At a meeting in Richmond, Wil- 
son said Cannon, the Rev. J. Sidney 
Peters and Frank B. Dunford “con- 
cocted a scheme to make Dunford 
an insulated conduit for the trans- 
mission of money” in Virginia dur- 
ing the campaign against Alfred E. 
Smith. 


“Time and time again,” Wilson 
said, “it was shown that Cannon 
wished to evade the corrupt prac- 
tices act.” 

“Vie say,” he went on, “that the 
defendant, Burroughs, could not re- 
port the Jameson contributions be- 
cause she couldn’t report corre- 
sponding expenditures, partly be- 
cause Cannon spent some of the 
money for his personal use and 
because of this nefarious scheme of 
these individuals to keep from dis- 
closing how this money was spent 
in Virginia.” 

Says Bishop Knows Law. 

Wilson said that Bishop Cannon 
had testified to handing money in 
a sealed envelope to Miss Bur- 
roughs for delivery to a campaign 
worker. Miss Burroughs’ testi- 
mony, Wilson said, was that Can- 
non gave her checks for the money 
and that she cashed them and 
placed the money in an envelope 
herself. 

“Is he trying to shield this wom- 
an?” Wilson continued. “It sounds 
like chivalry, doesn’t it? Don’t at- 
tribute it to chivalry, don’t attrib- 
ute it to any unselfishness. I tell 
you the law and he knows the law 
as well as I do—you can’t convict 
one in this case without convicting 
the other. 

“It’s nothing at all but hiding 
behind a woman’s skirts—to make 
her innocent because by making 
her innocent he makes himself in- 
nocent, also.” 

“1934 Edition of Aesop’s Fables.” 
Cannon, Wilson said, has offered 
“the most colossal camouflage of a 
defense, the finest 1934 version of 
Aesop’s Fables.” 

“He talks to you about tin boxes 
and dead men and says time after 
time TI don’t recall,’” Wilson said. 
“He doesn’t recall the things I 
ask him, but always recalled when 
his own counsel asked him. 

“Are you going to believe him in 
the light of the Frelinghuysen tes- 
timony?” Wilson asked the jury, 
recalling that Cannon first had 
said he remembered only a $10,000 
contribution from Joseph 8S. Fre 
linghuysen, former New Jersey Sen- 
ator, but that the next day he 
changed his testimony to .include 
an additional $10,000.

One of Insull’s worries is his hair. 
There is no barber on the Exilona,

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REPORT ON FILLING 
WORK RELIEF 1085 


ASKED OF MAYOR 


Citizens’ Committee Action 


Follows Stories Political 
Considerations Have Fig- 
ured in Awards. 


Citizens’ Committee on Relief 
and Employment has asked Mayor 
Dickmann for a report on the man- 
ner in which work relief jobs, fi- 
nanced by the relief bond issue, 
are being filled. 

The committee's action follows 
reports that political considerations 
have been a factor in awarding the 
jobs, and that in some instances 
the indorsement of ward commit- 
teemen or members of the Board 
of Aldermen aided applicants 
in securing work. 

Charles H. Morrill, chairman of 
the committee, said there was an 
understanding that it would have 
the first opportunity to fill the jobs 
with men selected from the relief 
rolls, and that if it could not sup- 
ply the required number of skilled 
workmen, the selection would be 
made by union organizations from 
among their unemployed members. 

So far, Morrill said, the commit- 
tee has been asked to supply only 
100 men. The work relief program 
being administered by city officials 
provides jobs for about 1000, and 
about 700 are now at work. 

Mayor Dickmann referred the in- 
quiry of Morrill to his chief pa- 
tronage dispenser, Wynn Rafferty, 
who, he said, was handling the mat- 
ter for him. Rafferty said his un- 
derstanding of the agreement with 
Citizens’ Committee was that the 
committee would supply the un- 
skilled laborers needed, and that 
the city would obtain skilled work- 
men direct‘from the unions. He 
said that had been done, and de- 
nied that political considerations 
had influenced the awarding of 
jobs. 

The work relief program being 
administered by city officials in- 
cludes several unfinished CWA un- 
dertakings such as the cleaning of 
City Hall, painting of bridges, a 
river front survey and some street 
and sewer work, in which the re- 
quired labor is chiefly that of 
skilled workmen who must be paid 
the union scale. 

Citizens’ Committee has about 
3300 men at work, chiefly on un- 
finished CWA undertakings, but 
these are predominantly unskilled 
laborers. The State and Federal 
relief administrations, which share 
the cost of the committee’s work 
relief program, would not approve 
those items of work which called 
for payment of high wages, and for 
that reason these were left for the 
city to finish with its own funds.

Those Outside Incorporated 
Towns Puzzled Over Right. 
to Retail Drinks. | 


Country clubs in'St. Louis Coun 
ty which. are outside of incorpo- 


suiting their attorneys to determine 
whether they may legally sell liq- 
for to their members at retail. 
Meantime several of the clubs are 
sélling’ liquor at their. bars while 
awaiting interpretation of the State 
law. 
St. Louis Country Club and Bogey; 
and Log Cabin Clubs are in .the 
fortunate position of being. situated 
in Ladue Village, which, by vote of 
its citizens, has permitted sale by, 
the drink. 

Clubs outside incorporated areas 
include Sunset Hill, Glen Echo, 
Bellerive, Normandie, Westwood, 
Norwood Hills, Crystal Lake and 
Meadow Brook.

340,000 000 BUSHEL 
CARRYOVER OF WHEAT 


Agriculture Department Wants 
to Hold It to 250,000,000 
Bu. by July, 1935. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, April 25.—De- 
partment of Agriculture officials 
anticipate a 340,000,000 bushel wheat 
carry-over into 1935. They would 
like to hold it to 250,000,000 bushels 


on July 1, 1935, twice the normal 
figure. 

Development of any export pol- 
icy depends on the outcome of the 
international wheat conference at 
Rome. 

The wheat carry-over July 1 this 
year is expected to be about 265,- 
000,000 bushels, to which May be 
added 75,000,000 bushels surplus 
from this year’s prospective crop 
of 700,000,000 bushels. 

Secretary of Agriculture Wallace 


has suggested that processing taxes 
on wheat might be increased and 
that the amount of the tax ear- 
marked to promote exports might 
be raised from 2 to 4 or even 5 
cents. A 5-cent tax on the 400, 
000,000- bushel-a-year processing 
would return about $20,000,000, as 
compared with $7,000,000 to be spent 
in rting wheat this year. : 
is total would be sufficient to 
export about the 90,000,000-bushel 
quota given the United States un- 
der the international agreement on 
the basis of the differential of 22% 
cents between the domestic and 
world prices.

COMMENT IN ENGLAND 
ON JAPAN'S NEW POLLY 


One London Newspaper Calls 
for “Inquiry Into Exact 
Purpose.” 


By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, April 25. — London 
newspapers, still aroused over Ja- 
pan’s “hands-off China” declaration, 
made the Tokio manifesto com- 
mented variously today in tones of 
doubt, anxiety and hostility. 

The Telegraph called for an “in- 
quiry into exact purpose and 
scope of Japan's policy.” Japan 
should welcome an _ invitation to 
give a clear exposition of her aims 
as a means of avoiding future mis- 
understandings, the paper said. “If 
she is to claim general supervision 
over the relations of China with 
outside “Powers, big adjustments— 
both of ideas and of existing posi- 
tions—will be necessary.” 

The News Chronicle, under the 
caption, “Japan's Mailed Fist,” said: 
“The only fact to set against the 
picture of crushing the Far East 
under the iron heel of Japanese 
militarism is that the immediate 
result has been to bring British 
and American diplomacy, startled 
by the shadow of their common 
danger, a little closer together... 
Manchukuo stands as a startling il- 
lustration of how faithfully Japan 
kept the pledge she gave under the 
nine-Power treaty.” 

The Express declared: “Things 
which will change the course of 
history for centuries are happening. 
Japan is laying the plan of a new 
world. She means to cast her man- 
tle™ over all Asia...The Jap- 
anese ultimatum essentially con- 
cerns the United States. Americans 
‘will resist Japanese pretensions, yet 
-it is doubtful if they will make the 
resistance effective, as their coun- 
try. is too disorganized and the na- 
tion is too distracted.” 

This. newspaper . called upon 
Britain to keep out of trouble, but 
to retain Hongkong. It concluded: 
“The rulers of Japan are taking a 
big bite.of other peoples’ property 
to ease their own distresses. They 
may bite~ more than they can 
chew.”

LONDON, April 25.—Labor last 
night regained its fifth seat since

— Masayuki 
Yokoyama, Japanese Consul Gen- 
eral here, elaborated today on his 
previous enunciation of Japan’s pol- 
icy of “Asia for Asiatics,” express- 
ing regret that other Powers should 


-|see Japan as planning the conquest 


of Eastern Asia, 

“We do not want to drive away 
foreign people from the Far East,” 
he said. “We intend to respect 
treaties. Remember, the Japanese 
influence in China is good not only 
for China but for the ‘interests of 
foreign nations. 

“Japan has no intention of ob- 
structing the interests, the integrity, 
and the independence of China. ... 
Japan has no intention of blocking 
the interests of other Powers if 
they pursue useful and economic re- 
‘lations with China. 

“Speaking politically, in practice 
it is not yet time to imagine the 
feasrbility of a political or economic 
Asia for Asiatics,” he said. 

But he added: “I am authorized 


not accept and will oppose any form 
of assistance to China which is 
contrary to peace in TDastern 
Asia.” 

Question of Collaboration. 

He turned to social questions, af- 
ter mentioning the possibility of 
Japanese collaboration with India, 
the Dutch East Indies, Siam, and 
the Philippines in maintenance of 
peace. 

“From the standpoint of thought 
and philosophy the peoples of these 
countries can collaborate in Pan- 
Asiatic moral development,” Yoko- 
yama said. 

“When one speaks of Asiatic 
countries in collaboration with 
Japan for the maintenance of 
peace, we must first mention Man- 
chukuo, which is independent and 
whose interests require keeping in- 
dependence, 

“Then there is Soviet Russia. If 

hey see as we do on Far Eastern 
problems, why should we not co- 
operate with them? 
“As to other Asiatic countries, 
with the exception of Siam, they 
are more or less under the guar- 
dianship of other countries—India 
is under Great Britain, the Philip- 
pines are under the United States 
and Indo-China is under France. 

“If these protected countries do 
not see as we do it will be difficult 
to put into practice the policy of 
Asia for the Asiatics. 

“But from the standpoint of 
thought and philosophy the peoples 
of these countries can collaborate 
in pan-Asiatic moral development. 

Attitude Toward Philippines. 

“As for the Philippines, for the 
time being they are in the same 
position as Macao and Hongkong, 
respectively directed by Portgual 
and Great Britain. Therefore, it is 
difficult for us to ask the Filipinos 
to co-operate in the maintenance of 
peace in China. 

“The maintenance of this peace 
Japan wishes to share with China 
and other Eastern Asiatic coun- 
tries” 

Japan thinks the time has passed, 
Yokoyama said in conclusion, when 
countries either individually or 
grouped under the League of Na- 
tions, “can utilize China’s problem 
to carry out arbitrarily their sel- 
fish policies.” 

Chinese Minister’s Views. 

Chi Tsai-Hu, Chinese Minister to 
Switzerland, declared today that 
Japanese imperialism seeks to en- 
close all China and veto the rights 
of foreign nations. He told news- 
paper correspondents that the new 
Japanese doctrines violate all the 
fundamentals of the nine-Power 
treaty signed at Washington in 
1922 to which the United States, 
Great Britain, France, Holland, Ja- 
pan and other nations are signa- 
tories. 

These fundamentals, he said, in- 
clude the sovereignty and inde 
pendence of China, the promise of 
helping China obtain a stable gov- 
ernment, the right of equal oppor- 
tunity for all nations, and the 
promise not to take*advantage of 
conditions to seek special  privi- 
leges. 

“The Japanese declarations reveal 
clearly,” he said, “that Japan, pre- 
tending to speak in the name of 
peace in the Far East, which ‘she 
alone has disturbed for the past 30 
years, is pursuing a policy which 
is the negation of peace and collab- 
oration. 

“The Japanese do not seem to 
want a prosperous China whose 
markets “would be opened to all 
countries without ciscrimination.”

CABINET GROUP

IN RIVER POLICY 


|Proposes Plan for Water- 


shed Development in 
Place of Present Scram- 
ble for Funds.

WASHINGTON, April 25.—Aban- 


donment of the ‘system of rivers 
and harbors development that has 
prompted many ai congressional 
scramble for’ projects and substi- 
tution of a program for develop- 
ment of the nation’s watersheds 
are among the recommendations 
that have been made to President 
Roosevelt by a special Cabinet Com- 
mittee. 

The members of tha committee 
are Secre of Agriculture Wal- 
lace, Secre of the Interior 
Ickes, Secretary of War Dern and 
Secretary of Labor Perkins. They 
were named more than two months 
ago to draft a plan for broad na- 
tional development. 

Experts associated with the com- 
mittee said today that all the 
material assembled had’not been 
studied, but that the bulk of the 
report had been communicated to 
the President. 

Much Spent, Little Return. 

There was pronounced disagree- 
ment on several subjects, but the 
Cabinet members were in accord in 
condemning previous methods of 
handling inland waterways and in 
concluding that hundreds of mil- 
lions of dollars -have been spent, 
with little return. 

One predicted result of the Cabi- 
net study was that many rivers and 
harbors projects, authorized or part- 
ly completed, probably would be 
abandoned. The new policy, how- 
ever, would not affect public works 
allotments. 

President Roosevelt has asked 
that a rivers and harbors bill be 
withheld at this session of Con- 
gress. Chairman Mansfield of the 
House Rivers and Harbors Commit- 
tee has protested, but there has 
been no change in the White House 
attitude. 

At the time the Cabinet Commit- 
tee was named, President Roose- 
velt had in mind the establishment 
of a number of commissions simi- 
lar to the Tennessee Valley Author- 
ity. 

One was planned for the Atlan- 
tic, Pacific, Gulf and Great Lakes 
waterways, and the east and west 
tributaries of the Mississippi. 

May Change Commission Plan. 

Twelve army engineers are sur- 
veying the areas, but the commis- 
sion plan may be radically changed. 

Members of the committee said 
they found that few of the rivers 
lent themselves to treatment as a 
unit, as in the case of the Tennes- 
see. There are any number of prob- 
lems on the Missouri, it is said, 
that cannot be treated as a whole.

agreements for settlement of Unit- 
ed States-Mexican claims totaling 
more than $1,100,000,000 were signed 
on behalf of the two Governments 
and the Mixed Claims Commission 
yesterday. 


Josephus Daniels, United States 
Ambassador, who signed the docu- 
ments on the first anniversary of 
his presentation of his credentials, 
left fer a vacation in the United 
States last night; carrying copies 
of the agreements. Some of the 
claims involved date back to 1867. 
The first of the agreements pro- 
vides for payment by Mexico of 
claims classified as special. These 
}were made by Americans to recov- 
er damages suffered during the 
revolution of 1910-1920. These 
claims amount to about $400,000,- 
000, of which about half is in ques- 
tion, due to some duplications. 

If the agreement is ratified by 


the Senates of both countries, a 
representative will be appointed by 
each Government to pass final 
judgment on the merits of .the 
claims, which Mexico has agreed 
to pay on a percentage basis.

THOMAS C. YOUNG. 
ARCHITECT, EULOGIZED 


Paper by Cass Gilbert on Ap- 
preciation of Career Read 
. Before St. Louis Group. 


An appreciation of the career of 
Thomas Crane Young, distinguished 
architect, who died March 2, was 
read before the St. Louis chapter 
of the American Institute of Ar- 


chitects at Garavelli’s Cafe last 
night. It was written by Cass Gil- 
bert, New York architect, designer 
of Central Library and the Art 
Museum here. 

It was decided at the meeting 
that the aid of the Missouri His- 
torical Soicety would be sought in 
establishing a fund for purchase 
and preservation of St. Louis build- 
ings of historical interest. An in- 
vitation to use the Eads and Young 
architectural library, donated to 
the David Rankin Jr. School of 
»Mechanical Trades, was extended 
by Superintendent O. H. Turner. 
Gilbert, in a paper read by Fred 
H. Hammond, said Young - “be- 
longed to that great group of prac- 
titioners that for 25 or 30 years 
were leaders in the American 
Renaissance. ana his name and 
works will long be remembered.” 
He spoke of the great building per- 
iod of the last 40 years and’ the 
able architects of that time. Mr. 
Young, he declared, was one of 
the leaders of “this great forward 
movement.” 

“Mr. Young,” Gilbert continued, 
“was a man of strong personality, 
modest and at times almost self- 
effacing, but clear and definite in 
his statement and an accurate 
thinker who wrought from cause 
to effect with a keen logic that was 
almost Emersonian in its finality. 
He felt strongly and he acted on his 
convictions. He had a noble scorn 
for hypocrisy and déceit. He was 
not among those who preached an 
ethical doctrine for others that he 
would not practice himself. 

“He was impatient of restraint, 
he was temperamental, if you will, 
because he had a mind that reached 
definite conclusions” through defi- 
nite processes of thought. He was 
always willing to listen to argument 
or reasonable statement about a de- 
sign from one whose opinion he re- 
spected, and on such occasions he 
was not: argumentative, he was con- 
templative, until he reached a fairly 
definite conclusion and then might 
come a perfect torrent of comment 
either pro or con, couched in the 
force and vigor of primitive Anglo- 
Saxon language. I feeJ sure that 
he did not jump to his conclusio1s 
and hold to them stubbornly, but 
that he must have explored and ex- 
plored until he found what he 
wanted and then stuck to it. He 
was the severest critic of his own 
work and had the artist’s noble 
discontent, always studying to find, 
if possible, wherein he could do 
better.”

The report of Water Commission- 
er Daily shows total receipts from 
all sources, principally water rates, 
were $3,798,803 und expenditures 
for al] purposes, including perma- 
nent improvements and retirement 


of bonds, were $3,118,133. It is on 
this basis of counting money taken 
in and money paid out that Com- 
missioner Daily calculates the city’s 
profit of $680,670. On the same 
basis, there was a deficit of $252,- 
208 in the preceding year, due to 
expenditures for extension and 
other permanent improvements, al- 
though the operating account 
showed a profit. 

The largest item in Commission- 
er Daily’s expenditures was $1, 
966,544 for operation and mainte- 
nance. This compares with $2,- 
314,931 the preceding year, when 
total receipts were $3,437,984. The 
reduction in operation and main- 
tenance cost, Daily said was due to 
the employment o: 100 fewer men, 
the replacement of about 800 old 
employes with new ones starting 
at first-year salaries, and some 
saving in cost of chemicals and 
coal. 

Interest and sinking fund expen- 
ditures were $836,025 compared with 
$839,750 the preceding. year, and 
the commissions for collection of 
water rates were $71,422 compared 
with $65,645. 

Cost of extensions and reconstruc- 
tion was $226,403 in the year just 
ended and $409,916 in the preceding 
year. Daily reported an expense 
item of $17,737 for refund of water 
licenses. 

Net cost of the water system to 
date is $49,692,168. After retire- 
ment of $432,000 bonds in the last 
year, the bonded indebtedness out- 
standin gis $8,888,100. There is a 
balance of $554,684 in the sinking 
fund. 

Water pumped was 41,944,000,000 
gallons, an increase of 1,544,000,000 
gallons over tne preceding year 
when the amount was 40,400.000,000 
gallons. The increase was partly 
due to operation of breweries, Daily 
said. The actuai cost of providing 
water was said by Commissioner 
Daily to be 6.97 cents per 100 cubic 
feet, which is equivalent to 9.3 
cents per 1000 gallons.

ITTLE WILLIE in leav-

tidy but dangerous. Are you sure 
it isn’t your fault rather than Wil- 
lie’s that these objects are scattered 
about? Have you provided him with 
some place to put these toys; some 
place that is atractive as well as 


|| practical, so that it will prove an 


incentive to habits of tidiness?’ 

Pictured above is just such a toy 
shelf. Very simple and inexpensive 
to construct it is not only pleasing 
in design and color but also pro- 
vides ample space to house quite a 
collection oi toys. And what boy, or 
girl for that matter, would not be 
proud to have such an object as the 
foca. point of interest in their 
room: ‘ 

Such a shelf can be constructed 
of lumber or, more simply, of apple 
boxes or orange crates stacked to- 
gether in a staggered effect. Just 
see that you plane and sandpaper 
all the rough edges and fill all the 
holes with putty or plastic wood. 
And then see how a coat of paint 
transforms a series of rough boxes 
into one of the most charming toy 
shelfs you ever saw. The _ color 
scheme, of course, will be governed 
by the other colors to be found in 
the room but the most attractive 
effects are to be obtained by paint- 
ing the outside and inside in con- 
trasting colors. 

There are certain refinements 
which will make such a shelf a 
true treasure to be cherished by 
any childish heart, In the one pic- 
tured, a slot has been cut in the 
top so that the lovely little sail boat 
will not only have a snug haven, 
but will provide a decorative note 
as well. For a little girl, hooks 
might be screwed from the top and 
cups hung from them just as they 
are in mother’s china cabinet. 
Whatever the individual gadgets, 


there is a type of toy shelf which 
will house them, much to the joy 
of the youthful owner and much to 
the relief of the harassed mother. 


Q. I have papered my bedroom 
walls in a paper which has a very 
soft blue +rey ground and a 
conventional pattern in silver and 
gold, Will you suggest a eolor or 
colors to be used in curtains, cov- 
ering for chaise longue, skirt for 
dressing table, and bed spread? The 
woodwork is ivory but I can easily 
repaint it if you would suggest what 
should be done. 

A. I think the paper which you 
describe might prove an excellent 
foil for one of the newest and 
smartest color schemes, which is 
yellow and gray. If there are gold 
and silver in the paper this would 
certainly blend excellently with yel- 
low and grey in fabrics and such a 
color scheme would also bring out 
the soft blue gray of the back- 
ground. I would suggest that the 
curtains and dressing table both 
be made of the same sheer mate- 
rial in the yellow tone with ball 
fringe or bindingin gray. The chaise 
longue could be of the gray tone 
in some such material as moire 
or corduroy and all of the edges 
might be bound with a narrow 
brush fringe in the yellow tone. 
The bedspread, too, could be made 
of this material, hanging to the 
floor and finished around the edge 
with the same fringe. If you follow 
out this color scheme I would sug- 
g7st that you paint your woodwork 
in the gray tone. Of course, in- 
stead of the fabrics mentioned you 
might use more informal materials 
such as glazed chintz, percale, 
pique and other cotton materials. 


Q. I am trying to re-do my living 
room but it seems quite hopeless 
to try to get an attractive effect 
with the red, matt-faced brick fire- 
place which is in it and yet we do 
not feel that we can afford to tear 


it out at the present time, Can ° 


you suggest any solution? 

A. There are at least two solu- 
tions, depending upon the type of 
fireplace. If the entire fireplace 
is constructed of the brick I would 
suggest painting it white. This 
may be done with either whitewash 
or regular white paint and the 
hearth should be painted in the 
game maner. If, however, the fire- 
place is of the colonial type with 
a wood enframement and merely e 
facing around the opening of brick, 
you could paint the bricks: black 
which was frequently done in early 
American interiors. For this you 
could use either a dull gloss paint 
or a mixture of lampblack and 
boiled linseed oi] thinned with tur- 
pentine. Here, too, the hearth 
should be painted in the same way 
as the fireplace bricks. 


Q. I have such a tiny hall that 
it is impossible to get a single piece 
of furniture into it to give it any 
interest. Could you suggest some 
way by which I could make it at- 
tractive. | 

A. You can center a great deal of 
interest in both the walls and the 
floor. If the walis are to be pa- 
pered, that affords you unlimited 
possibilities of obtaining interest 
and if they are to be painted you 
can use some very unusual shade 
such ag terra cotta, emerald green 
or chocolate brown with woodwork 
in light tone, for contrast. 

If you desire to center your jn- 
terest in the floor, you can do 
many charming and unusual things 
with inlaid linoleum. Why not try 
cream colored linoleum edged with 
a border of dark brown or black 
linoleum and with a star design in 
the center constructed of the same 
dark color? Or you might choose 
some other conventionalized design 
for the center, which might be 
stencilled on to the linoleum, al- 
though this will not have the wear- 
ing quality of the inlaid design,

If the declarer questions 
him, he may tell him which hand 
has the lead, but he must not vol- 
unteer this information. If he does, 


the opponent on his left may choose | card 


the hand from which the lead is to 
be made. And if dummy carelessly 
touches a e¢ard, or indicates to de- 
clarer in any other way what card 
he should play, the opponent on 
dummy’s left may require declarer 
to play or not to play that card, 
unless such play would constitute

Most of you know that a card 
dropped face-up on the table is an 


exposed card, and subject to a pen- 


yalty, That is, declarer may

an opponent to play that card on 
a subsequent trick—subject to the 
proviso that he must follow suit 
every possible time. If an opponent 
gets the opportunity to discard that 
card before it is called for, he may 
correctly do so. Declarer, during, 
the piay of the hand, is not subject 
to any penalty for an exposed card 
except in the case of revokes. He 
can expose his whole hand if he 
wishes to do so. : 


“However, the catalogue of ex- 
posed cards covers cards dropped 
on the floor, so that your partner 
sees them; a card held so that your 
partner sees any potrion of its face; 
the last two cards held by an op- 
ponent, if, before he has played to 
the twelfth trick, his partner kindly 
shows him his last card, just to 
make things easy for him; and any 
card held by a player, if he has 
said anything indicating he holds 
it. If you crow excitedly, “My 
goodness!

The laurels and bay wreaths of 
his triumph in “The House of 
Rothschiid” presumably stowed -in 
the array of kitbags, hampers, hat 


by traveling Englishmen and ready 
for the hold of the Bremen, Mr. 
Arliss unburdened himself of some 
cbservations on the conduct and es- 
tate of the theater gleaned since 
his arrival several months ago 
for the screening of the Twentieth 
Century costume drama _ touched 
obliquely on his plans for the im- 
mediate future and bestowed some 
conservative but none the less flat- 
tering bouquets on his recent asso 
ciates on the coast. 

“There is a great deal to be said 
from the actor’s point. of view for 
historical plays, whether on the 
screen or spoken stage,” he  re- 
marked with reference to his own 
return to the school of cloak and 
jabot drama. “No imaginary char- 
acter offers so much to a player as 
one of whom there is factual his- 
toric record. With, say, a Disraeli, 
a Rothschild or an Alexander Ham- 
fiton one can pick up all sorts of 
littie but illmuinating sidelights 
from any number of sources, and 
the piecing these together, the syn- 
thesizing of an entire character is a 
fascinating work. No such oppor- 
tunities offer themselves in the 
case of a contemporary play where 
the actor evolves an entirely fic- 
titious churacter with the aid of 
the playwright, the author and his 
own imagination. 

“Then, too, I believe the historic 
films that are now becoming more 
frequent enrich our _  entertain- 
ment and provide glamour, drama 
and pageantry from sources that 
have hitherto been very little ex- 
ploited. For many years, and espe- 
cially after the invention of the 
sound films, it was considered by 
producers a great risk to undertake 
costume plays at Hollywood. But 
then came along a good historic film 
or two. It has been suggested, and 
I am not unsusceptible to flattery, 
that there was Disraeli.

The Average Diet 
Has a Sufficient 
Vitamin Content 


By Dr. lago Galdston 


OES our diet need to be sup- 
[) rrementea by vitamins or does 

the food eaten by the people 
of the United States Lving under 
proper economic circumstances con- 
tain a sufficiency of these essential 
substances? 

That is a question often asked. 

Judging by the number of “pro- 
tective” foods and vitamin-contain- 
ing medicines available, one would 
be led to believe that we are in 
constant dnager of vitamin starva- 
tion. 

However, thet this is not basical- 
ly so is demonstrated by study by 
the late Dr. Alfred F. Hess and 
associates. The study was con- 
ducted in an infants’ home where 
the inmates are maintained under 
close to ideal hygienic and dietetic 
circumstances. 

This was the problem: Does our 
dietary require vitamin A supple- 
ment? The argument that served 
as a basis for the study was as 
follows: 

The children in the institution 
suffer periodically from infectious 
diseases’ of the respiratory tract. 
Vitamin A is considered a protec- 
tive against infections. 

If the diet of the children is not 
sufficiently rich in vitamin A, then 
a group given supplemental vita- 
min feedings ought to have fewer 
colds and respiratory diseases than
